^N"ew York Post-Graduate Hospital 
and Medical School, where its verity 
has been demonstrated be}- ,-ad t ; 
possibility of a doubt. 


The story of how this way was dis- 


covered is one of unusual interest. In 
March, 189S, the New York Post- 
Graduate Hospital, upon the solicita- 
tion of Dr. John F. Russell, who had 
some new ideas on the subject of" treat- 
ing tuberculosis, set aside a portion oi 
its free dispensary for a systematic 
fight against the shocking inroads ol 
the Great White Plague among the 
poor.- It was the first attempt made 
in this country really to treat tubercu- 
losis in a dispensary. The medical 
world was skeptical : a dire failure was 
predicted. 


Despite the skeptics, however, the 


Post-Graduate Dispensary succeeded 
in getting its system under way. That 
the experiment might be relieved of 
any possible bias, a committee of in- 
spection, composed of disinterested 
physicians, was appointed to examine 
the patients under treatment, and 
from time to time report results. The 
committee decided that no person 
should be treated -whose sputum did 
not show the presence of tubercle ba- 
cilli. Ten patients suitable for the 
purpose of the experiment eventually 
were obtained. With one exception, 
all were discharged as cured within a 
year after they began treatment, and 
this exception was under treatment 
only nineteen days more than a year. 


Arter it had obtained its first ten 


cases, however, the dispensarv found 
it so difficult to get others of a like na- 
ture that it became necessary either to 
treat advanced, and rar advanced, 
cases or abandon the work. ' Accord- 
ingly the original conditions were 
modified so as to admit any patient 
with uncomplicated pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, in any stage of the disease, 
who was able to walk and could ob- 
tain suitable food. It was a venture- 
some undertaking, and for a time lit- 
tle success was had in relieving cases 
where a.large amount of lung tissue 
was involved and where there were 
cavities. But gradually, as Dr. Rus- 
sell, who remains in charge of the tu- 
berculosis '"class." gained experience, 
the work became encouraging, until 
now it is proudly asserted that the ex- 
perimental stage has been t>assed. 


144 victims of tuberculosis have been 


treated 
during this 
experimental 


stage. While some stopped coming, 
chiefly because they were too poor to 
buy the large amount of milk and eggs 
that Dr. Russell eventually found it 
necessary to prescribe and others were 
dismissed for failure to follow instruc- 
tions, yet of the 61 who were given 
full treatment. :2S were discharged as 
cured and the remaining: 33 under 
treatment were on the road 
t<> re- 


covery at last reports.

The Son= of Veterans was the out- 


growth of cadet companies which were 
part of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic for &ouae 3~ears following the Civil 
War. The first separate organization 
•was in Philadelphia in 1878 when the 
Sons of Union Soldiers and Sailors 
was organized. 
In September 1878 


the Anna M. Ross Camp Xo. 1, Sous 
of Veterans, was mustered. Iu July 
1SSO a division encampment was held. 


In November 1831. an organization 


was effected in Pittsburg, by Major 
A. P. Davis, called the Sons of Veter- 
ans of the United States. This gradu- 
ally absorbed the parent organization 
and in 1SS6 both branches were con- 
solidated. 


The sons of Veterans has grown and 


become popular In. every part of this 
country so that todav the member- 
ship is over 33.000 and every state in 
the Union is represented in the orga- 
nization with camps and it is the na- 
tional governing body which holds its 
annual convention iu Gettysburg in 
1905. 


Pennsylvania is one of the states 


where the Sous of Veterans are strong 
there being one hundred and forty-five 
camps with a membership of over 
eleven thousand. The organization of 
the Reserves within the camps has 
brought about in recent years a large 
growth in the Sons of Veterans, as il- 
lustrated in the Gettysburg camp Xo. 
112. Sons of Veterans, which today 
numbers 80 members and but several 
years ago was half that number. The 
local camp was organized at early as 
1883- 


The Sous of Veterans iu its develop- 


ment has added several features. In 
1S93 a Death Benefit Association was 
formed in several Peuusylvauiacatnps. 
This feature became very popular 
among the Sons of Veterans generally, 
and has practically been adopted 
throughout the country. Xow nearly 
every member of the organization en- 
joys its beneficent advantages. It pro- 
vides a death benefit for every mem- 
ber in good standing, of ?250. 


Perhaps the most popular develop- 


ment iu the Sons of Veterans was 
the Sons of Veterans Reserves, the 
uniformed military organization.
